OF 2,440,000 IN YEAR

year indicates that over 6,000,- 

. 000,000 gallons of gasoline must 
be supplied for automobiles alone 
this year, according to the week- 
ly summary of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute. 

The gain in the number of 
cars is 2,449,000 over July 1, 
1922, and 683,751 over the xlgh 
mark of December, 1922. The 
estimated gasoline consumption 
by motor vehicles last year was 
over 6,000,000,000 gallons. 

Nine years ago motor cars and 
all other consumers of gasoline 
called for the manufacture of 
less than 1,500,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline. 

The average ‘gross crude oil 
production of the United States 
decreased 11,200 barrels for the 
week ended July 7, totaling 2,- 
199,150 barrels as compared with 
2,210,350 for the preceding week, 
according to the weekly saum- 
mary of the institute.

Senate Ratifies Washington 
Naval Limitation Pact 
With Only Three Dissent- 


ing Votes. 


UNANIMOUS VOTE FOR 
PACIFIC AGREEMENT 


Report of Senate Naval Com- 
mission Is Strongest Fea- 
ture of Opposition Ballot- 
ing Largely by Proxy. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 12.—The French Par- 


liament completed ratification of the 
Washington naval limitation treaty 
and the four-Power Pacific ‘accord 


in the Senate last evening. The naval | 


limitation treaty was ratified with 


only three dissenting votes, while 
the Pacific accord was appragved im- 
mediately afterward, unanimously 
and without debate. 

The vote was largely by proxy, as 
the heat kept most of the Senators 
away. The French objections to any 
restrictions were voiced, but the 
trend of the @iscussion was that 
France was financially unable to 
build even up to the limit of the cap- 
ital ship program during the life of 
the Washington agreement, and the 
opposition was mainly sentimental. 
Speakers insisted, however, that it 
must be definitely understood that 
thé treaty did not restrict the build- 
ing of lighter craft and submarines, 
on which the French expect to spend 
most of their naval appropriations. 

The report of the Senate naval 
commission was the strongest feature 
of the opposition, Reporter Lemury 
pbjecting to what he termed the cap- 
italization of France’s after-war 
naval weakness, with the control of 
the seas given to Great Britain, 
America and Japan. 

The Senate’s approval! had been ac- 
cepted as little more than a formal- 
ity, particularly as the Government 
Was able to hurry the treaties 
through the Chamber of Deputies 
with little opposition. But Premier 
Poincare, seconded by Albert Sar- 
raut, one of the French delegates to 
Washington, was on hand, ready to 
enter the debate if necessary. The 
Premier made only one observation. 
He reminded the Senate that the na- 
val treaty applied exclusively to capi- 
tal ships, as the French viewpoint had 
prevailed at Washington with regard 
to smaller vessels and submarines. 
Minister of War Raiberti stated the 
Government's belief that the treaty, 
permitted all the naval construction 
financially possible for France.

And in these aspirations, as well 
as in our view of the general =-it- 
uation, we are hopeful of obtain- 
ing the concurrence of France and 
Belgium no less than that of Italy. 

We shall submit a reply with 
the least possible delay to our al- 
lies for their consideration and 
remarks, and we indulge in the 
hope that we may be able to ar- 
rive at agreement with them on 
the terms. What the exact nature 
of the reply should be it would be 
premature to discuss at the pres- 
ent stage. 

In formulating these views, his 
Majesty's 7overnment are  “»not 
without hope that they will be ex- 
pressing the allied sentiments as 
well as our own. We do not be- 
lieve that in principle we are 
widely separated, if at all, from 
them. Divergence of method 
should not be incapable of recon- 
ciliation. 

So far as united action is pos- 
sible, we shall continue to pursue 
it. We shall confidently “invite 
the sympathetic consideratidn of 
the whole of our allies and ali the 
interested States of proposals 
which will have no other aim 
than the pacification of Europe 
and the recovery of an exhausted 
world.

NEW POSTAL 
- BUILDING HERE 10 
BE RECOMMENDED 


Federal Investigators. Find 
Another Structure Adja- 
cent to Main Office at 
18th and Clark Is Needed. 


Construction of a new postal 


building to cost 
$750,000, adjacent to the main post- 
office building at Eighteenth street 
and Clark avenue, has been recom- 
mended to the Congressional Joint 
Commission on Postal Service by its 
committee of postal officials after 
a survey of postal service here. 

One portion of the report con- 
firms the suspicion of some resi- 
dents of outlying sections of the 
city that some letters they mail for 
city delivery do not get delivery un- 
til the third day and that special 
delivery service.in the city often is 
a misnomer. 

The committee does not criticise 
the conduct of the St. Louis office, 
but declares that service here, in- 
cluding collection and delivery in 
some sections, is inadequate because 
of lack of physical’ facilities and 
personnel. 

Men Who Made Inspection. 

The committee making the _  in- 
spection comprised E. H. McDermott 
secretary of. the Joint Commission 
on Postal Service; P. A. McGurty, 
acting superintendent of mails of 
New York City, and Albert Firmin, 
superintendent of the _ division of 
money «orders in New York. Its re- 
port is under date of last June 6, 
and copies were received in St. 
Louis today. 

The cothmittee states at the cut- 
set that as a “four-sided gateway” 
and the fifth city of the country in 
volume of postal receipts, St. Louis 
is entitled to “frequent deliveries 
and collections and close artic:ia- 
tion with the rest of the country 
by numerous dispatches.” 

However, it found at the main 
Lostoffice, congestions in virtually 
all divisions, par ticularly at the 
loading platforms, where vehicles 
are obliged to wait from 15 to 45 
minutes.

Space Estimate Approved.

owns a site at ‘the south end of the 
present building, 95x200 feet, and 
advises also that to provide for fu- 
ture needs it acquire another site, 
100x284 feet, across Seventeenth 
street to the east of the present 
office. This can be bought for about 
£100,000, the committee believes. 
"If the Government should acquire 
the property on both sides of NS -v- 
«nteenth street,’’ the committee 
says, ‘“‘the city likely would consent 
to closing the street.’’ 

In its section on delivery service, 
the committee finds: 

“In certain areas the collections 
are mad only by the carriers on 
their delivery trips, there being no 
supplementary form of collection.

“Obviously this is poor service, but 
it is the best the local authorities c:an 
give with the means available and 
correction can only be effected bv 
granting an additional allowance for 
supplementary service. Such sup- 
plementary service should, in the 
opinion of the committee, be pra- 
vided, for it is justified by the char- 
acter of the territory concerned and 
St. Louis as a postal center.”’ 

A similar lack of service in deliv- 
ery is noted in the following section 
of the report: 

“The delivery system, aside from 
parcel post, varies from two to, six 
carrier trips daily. The intensive 
business section is that, of course, 
which receives the maximum numb?r 
of trips and the residential distric's 
the minimum. _In certain of the dis- 
tricts two deliveries are made over 
part of the territory and three de- 
liveries over adjoining parts, with 
the result there is considerable fric- 
tion and dissatisfaction on the part 
of those who get the minimum serv- 
ice. 


“On the two-trip routes the first 


‘delivery is not effected until 11:30 a. 


m., while on three-trip routes deliv- 
ery is effected as early as 8:30 
o'clock.

“It is not practicable to attempt 
delivery early on the two-trip plan, 
since it would be impossible for the 
carriers to twice cover their routes 
if they reported at 7 a. m. within the 
8-in-10-hour period and yet give 
service in ‘the afternoon late enough 
to meet the requirements. 

‘While your committee is not pre- 


‘pared to recommend three deliveries 


daily over the entire city; it is of 
the opinion it would’ be in the inter- 
est of the service to very extensively 
substitute three deliveries for two,

“Taking the stations as a group,” 
the report states, “there is need for 
a general enlargement of quarters, 


for bringing toilet accommodations 


up to date, and for modernizing the 
‘equipment for handling and sorting 
mail.” A “general demand” on the 
rt of the public for drinking foun- 
caine is noted, 
Collection: After noting the car- 
riers make collections while making 


thefr first delivery of the day and 


that subsequent collections are made 
by trucks and special coHectors, the 
committee’ observes: “When malls 
are particularly heavy, it happens 
that carriers are obliged to curtail 
delivery in order to get in collections, 
so that the ends of the delivery 
routes are neglected and the mails 
are carried over to the following day. 
This is bad and there is need of sup- 
plementing present service material- 
ly even though it is necessary to 


‘spend more money to do so. 


‘In the outlying districts the 


‘boxes seem too far apart to meet the 
j convenience of the public and it is 
thought that additional boxes along, 


new routes should be provided where 
there fs public demand. Full service 
is being rendered up to the ability of 
the equipment and personnel, but it 
is evident that there is no excess 
service and that the personnel should 
be increased.”' 


New Motor Trucks 
Motor Vehicle Service: 


Needed. 
After not- 


ing ¢6ome miner defects, the commit- 
tee recommends that the office be 


furnished with five new  three- 
fourths ton trucks, three 124 -ton 
trucks and two three-ton trucks to 
speed up collections and the delivery 
of parcel post. 


Special Delivery: The committee 
finds that because of local conditions, 
the law requiring’ delivery of special 
letters up to 11 p. m., is curtalied 
here to 6 p. m. in outlyiig districts 
(suburbs) because of the street car 
fare of 28 cents required to make 
delivery against 8 cents received by 
the messenger and poor illumination 
of streets which makes delivery after 
dark difficult.. The cémmittee rec- 
ommends that delivery be made and 
that the profitable districts be nade 
to bear the losses of prompt delivery 
to outlying portions of the city. 

The committee found that a 
highly centralized system of han- 
dling mail prevailed here, most of 
the work being done in the main of- 
fices. It granted that the aspect of 
the city justified such a system and 
concluded: “The chief defect of the 
system is the’ overcrowding of the 
main office,«but if the additional 
a is pre matyen this will*be reme-

Two Interesting Observations. 


Two relatively inconsequentials of 
the report aré Interesting. It is atafed 
that experience-in St. Louis. as in 
New York, is that Horse-drawn vé- 
hicles are more satisfactory than au- 
tomobiles for delivery of parcel post 
matter in the downtown, where stops 
are frequent. 

Another mention is that a feature 
of parcel post service in St. Louis is 
the large number of egg crates han- 
died and that special provision for 
two deliveries of eggs a day has been 
made.

The Federal Constitution gives every citizen the 
right of free discussion, which would seem to in- 
clude the peaceful adfocacy of any program. It 
is significant that, in the California cases. the cir- 
eviation of literature became a crime when it was 
carried out im connection with a strike. The ex- 
itence of a strike apparently cives a new color and 
meaning to civil liberty in California. It will be 
remembered that the right of public assemblage 
also was suspended during that period. and that 
Upton Sinclair was arrested for attempting to read 
aloud the preamble to the Constitution. 

Deduction. however, is wholly unnecessary in 
this instance. The presiding Judge cave away the 
entire plot when he asked the convicted prisoners 
if they would promise to cease advocating the one 
big union and the general strike in return for a 
suspension of sentence. This clarifies the situa- 
tion.

This bank, according 
to Cashier Murrills, loaned no funds 
to the fight promotion and was in 
no way connected with it. 

“The_majority of losses due to the 
fight were either small concession- 
aires or guarantors who bought 
many tickets and sold at a sacrifice 
just prior to the fight. The guar- 
antors for the most part included 
business men in a position to absorb 
their losses easily. 

“The business outlook throughout 
Northern Montana contiguous to 
Great Falls was never better, and 
it is true of the entire State. I have 
talked with a number of business 
men since the bank’s failure con- 
cerning business now and for the 
balance of the year, and they are op- 
timistic as to the outlook.”
